Wiiki;k*h : This institution has been for 
four yenrs, maintained in thi» riame of the 
Church by private enterprise, at great expense 
and inconvenience, the suppoitertt being -till 
responsible lor the present indebted nes s which 
is coi.st(U>rable, 

Therefore, be it resolved : 
l*t. That we accept A > land College as the 
school of the Church, 

2nd.l That we hereby express our confi- 
dence in the pressftt maimgement of the In- 
stitution, 

3rd. Tbi»t we will use our best endeavor 
to a''d the institution both by donation and 
patronage, 

4th. Tli »t this Convention instruct the 
delegates ol each chureh here MfWBMSted, to 
Bend t*> Ashland College, Ashland, Ohio, with- 
in thirty days, if possible, the name of a suit- 
able brother or sister, competent and willing, 
to become an active agent for the College in 
the way of distributing College literature and 
soliciting students tor the school. 

5th. That we invito the ministers of the 
several congregations to co- operate with the 
Agent!- in this important work. 

We would .respect fully submit the above 
resolutions to your honorable body, humbly 
begging lor them a favorable consideration.

If a 
waning memory teaches us that wc can not 
bear the burdens of other days, the cares, an- 
exieties and perplexities of business lite, it in 
judicious, nay a duty, to transfer them to those 
in the prime and vigor of lite. When ticmb 
ling limbs reminds us that the muscles have 
performed sufficient toil, it is an imparative 
duty to seek repose and reasonable rest. If, 
in the absense of the accustomed activity, the 
blood ceases to flow with its aceustomH ce- 
leiity, leaving the extremities cold, it is judi- 
cious, im iterative, to heed the hints, and wear 
thicker and warmer hoots, supplanting the kid 
gloves by sensible woolen mittens. 

But the greatest follj, |x*rhaps, is to fail to 
note the fact that the digestive powers have 
waned correspondingly, and that with dimin- 
ished activity, a less amount of food is de- 
manded, and that of a simpler character, easier 
of digestion While it is a well-known fact 
that many, if not most business men, who 
suddenly rttire from active business life, soon 
die, it is safe to attribute a large per cent ol 
these pivni.it mu di atlis to repletion, plethora, 
over- taxing I he digestive powers by taking 
the same food that might have been appro- 
priate during the more vigorous |>criod of life 

To fret over our increasing clnmsim ss, i. 
"push,'' to eoni|K'l ourselves to do what seem.-, 
a task, is to hurry out selves into the giuvi . 
Those who would have a pcawf.l old age 
reasonable free fjae from "pains and aches,' 
must "take life more easily," seekiug com tori 
of muscles, brain, nerves and stomach.
